2he  situation  in  T/estern  Europe,  and  in  the  Baltic  States 
remains  unchanged  fr::Tn  last  week. 

Fall  wheat  acrea£,e  sovtt.  in  Algeria  up  to  January  1  shov/s  a  20 
per  cent  increase  over  last  year.    The  area  is  now  esoimated  at  2,29oeCOO 
acres  compared  'jith  an  estimate  of  1,9^2,700  acres  s,t  cJbout  the  saine  date 
last  year.    Sowing  in  Algeria  continues  througli  January  and  Fehruary,  and 
it  is  difficult  to  determine  what  acreage  is  winter  v/heat.  Germination 
is  regular  and  the  condition  is  normal. 

In  England  the  acreage  sovm  to  fall  wheat  is  reported  to  he  only 
ahout  89  per  cent  of  last  year's  acreage,  out  no  figures  have  "been  released. 
The  total  acreage  of  fall  v/heat  in  England,  however,  is  relatively  un- 
important . 

Rouniania  now  reports  5*3'^?. "^O^  acres  sown  to  v/inter  wheat  in  the 
21  districts  of  vhe  country.    This  compares  with  U.l+J^.OOO  acres  last  year, 
an  increase  of  19  per  cent.    Eye  acreage  is  US4,000  acres  compared  v;ith 
^?5»?C0  acres  last  year.

The  wheat  crop  of  Argentina  is  novr  estimated  at  259.33^.000 
"bushels  according  to  a  cahlegram  received  January  17  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Home.

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In  each  of  the  five  years  since  the  close  of  the  T/ar  the  pro- 
duction of  staple  food  comrrodities  in  Germany  has  "been  much  helow  the 
pre-'war  norriial  for  the  same  area.    Imports  have  not  "been  sufficient  to 
hring  the  total  food  supply  up  to  the  estimated  requirements  of  the  pop- 
ulation as  a  ■'Jhole.    These  conclusions  are  supported  by  official  statis- 
tics of  crop  production  and  of  exports  and  imports,  even  v;ith  allov/ance 
for  the  possibility  that  production  fi.^ures  are  considerably  understated. 
This  food  shortage  is  aggra.vated  by  the  brealido-rzn  of  the  system  of  dis- 
tribution so  that  the  surplus  products  of  the  agricultural  districts  do 
not  readily  reach  the  deficit  areas*  .     .  • 

Gerioany  is  primarily  an  industrial  country  with  a  dense  popu- 
lation, and  in  the  years  preceding  the  war,  with  agricultural  production 
at  a  high  level,  was  a  large  importer  of  food  supplies,  particularly 
wheat,  meats  and  fats.    According  to  the  census  of  occupations  in 
only  2S  per  cent  of  the  total  popflatior  v/as  engaged  in  farming  or  stock 
raisings    By  the  peace  treaty  Germany  lost  12»7  per  cent  of  its  area,  10.0 
per  cent  of  its  total  pop^'olation,  a.nd  15«3  pe^:  cent  of  its  agricultural 
population.    In  the  new  German  republic  but  26,6  per  cent  of  the  popula- 
tion is  engaged  in  agriculture  or  stock  ra-ising.    The  provinces  ceded  to 
Poland  were  large  producers  of  rye,  the  principal  bread  cereal  of  Germany. 
Tims  Germany  was  left  even  miore  predominantly  an  industrial  country  thazi 
before,  and  m.ore  dependent  on  food  in5)crts  for  the  provisioning  of  its 
populationa    In  the  Germaja  Ei^pire  in  I9IO  the  density  of  population  was 
311  to  the  squa^re  mile,  while  the  area  of  the  present  republic  had  a  densi- 
ty of  3J-S.    The  census  of  1919  showed  a  density  in  the  German  republic  of 
326  per  square  mile,  a  density  er;ceeded  in  the  United  States  only  by  the 
states  of  Liassachusetts,  Hhode  Islsiid  and  Few  Jersey, 

Sven  more  serious  than  the  shortage  in  food  production  is  the 
failure  of  the  system:  of  distribution™    Tl-xe  food  surplus  areas  of  Germany 
are  in  the  eastern  provinces,  while  the  deficit  areas  are  to  a  large  extent 
in  the  western  provinces.    Transportation  facilities  are  inadequate  and 
rates  relativelj?-  high  so  that  it  is  easier  to  iiiport  foreign  grain  throu^ 
the  ports  of  Hamburg  or  Bremen,  or  by  way  of  the  Shine  from  notterda,m,  than 
to  bring  domestic  grain  by  rail  from,  one  end  of  Germany  to  the  other. 

The  demoralization  of  the  currency  is  the  greatest  obstacle  to 
distribution,    Sven  though  the  industrial  workers  have  been  generally  eni- 
ployed,  the  falling  gold  value  of  the  currency  has  operated  to  reduce  real 
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wages,  and  to  lo'-^er  the  standard  of  living  of  the  population.    The  pro- 
fessional classes  and  those  living  on  annuities  and  interest  on  invest-  . 
ments,  in  all  amount ing  to  aliout  14  per  cent  of  the  population,  have  teen 
reduced  to  extreme  povert.p^    The  peasants,  on  the  other  liandj  are  a.ccord" 
ing  to  all  reportap  living  a.s  T;ell  or  hetter  than  before  the  war  and  suffer 
only  through  the-  difficulty  of  ohtaining  anything  of  value  in  exchange  for 
their  suiplus  productSo    The  peasant  is  not  inclined  to  relieve  distress 
in  the  cities  through  motives  of  charity,  preferring  instead  to  feed  his 
grain  to  livestoclr  in  the  place  of  the  oil  cs-ke  and  other  stock  feeds  form- 
erly ohtained  fron  ahroado 

If,  therefore,  it  is  found  that  'Germn  food  supplies,  in  general, 
are  lovf  it  will  he  up-der stood  that  the  shortage  in  the  industrial 
sections  must  he  still  more  acute,  "because  of  the  extent  to  which  domestic 
supplies  are  withheld  "by  the  peasants* 

The  German  food  situation  as  it  appears  from  the  "best  available 
statistics  ms.y  he  summarized  in  the  following  tacles,  T±Lich  give  the 
supplies  of  potatoesj  cereals,  meats  and  fa.ts  in  the  present  area  of 
Germany  previous  to  the  wa.r  and  in  the- years  1921,  1922  and  1923* 
Potatoes  J  rj-e  and  vrheat  arc  the  r::ost  important  foods  of  the  German  peoples- 
Barley  and  oa-ts  are  used  for  human  food  only  to  a  slight  extent,  out  are 
included  "because  of  their  great  inportarce  to  German  agriculture.  Tlie 
chief  meats  used  are  heef  and  pork,  and  the  edihle  fats  are  divided  for 
convenience  into  animal  and  vegetable  oils  and  fats. 

Table  1  shows  the  pi'oduction,  net  imports  or  exports  and  total 
supply  of  potatoes  and  the  important  cereals,  in  the  years  1909-19^3 
and  in  the  years  beginning  July  1,  1921,  1922  and  1923..   The  pre-war 
production  is  given  for  the  area  of  the  preseiit  German  republic. 

Since  it  would  be  manifestly  impossible  to  determine  the  exports 
and  imports  before  the  war  for  the  present  territory  of  the  republic 
the  figures  used  are  the  theoretical  surpluses  or  deficits  for  this 
area  based  on  per  capita  consumption  figures,  assuming  that  in  these 
years  the  estimated  normal  requirements  were  met.    It  -.Till  be  noted  from 
the  more  complete  tables  in  the  appendix,  that  the  actual  trade  figures 
for  the  Empire  do  not  differ  greatly  from  these  estimates. 

Table  2  is  derived  from  Table  1  by  dividing  the  supplies  of 
each  commodity  by  a  ca^lculated  normal  requirem.ent ,  based  on  pre-war  per 
capita  consumption  multiplied  by  the  estimated  population  in  each  year.

The  commercial  potato  crop  of  Germany  even  during  the  period  of  post- 
war depression  has  iDeen  greater  than  that  of  any  other  country  in  the  T7orld, 
The  uses  to  ^Thich  potatoes  are  put  vary  T/idely  froa  year  to  j/ear  in  accord- 
ance T/ith  the  variations  in  the  amount  of  the  ha'-rvest,    Tne  crops  in  the 
years  immediately  preceding  the  v/ar  V7ere  utilized  approximately  in  the  fol- 
loT;ing  proportions^    Seed,  I5  per  cent,  food,  33  percent;  drjrjng  3  percent; 
ste.rch,  3  percent;  alcohol ,  o  percent;  waste,  10  percent^  and  other  lised, 
principally  feeding,  30  percent.    In  times  of  slaortage  in  the  grain  crop  a 
larger  proportion  of  the  potato  crop  is  used  for  human  food.    The  average

P.ye  is  the  chief  "bread  cereal  of  Germans'" and  in  pre-war  years  Germany 
was  second  only  to  Russia  in  rye  product ion^    The  readjustm.ont  of  Doundaries 
hy  the  Treaty  of  Versailles  reduced  the  potential  rye  production  "by  aoout  16 
per  cent,  and  deprived  Gemarn-  of  a  material  part  of  its  rye  s^arplu.s  area^ 
Previous  to  the  war  Germany^ s  net;  erport  of  rye  was  aoout  26,000,000  hushels 
per  year»    Since  the  war,  however,  lye  has  "been  inrported„  In  I922-I923  the  ne 
imports,  largely  from  the  United  States,  were  ^2^000,000  "bushels* 

The  consuiuption  of  "bread  cereals  in  Germany  which  i s  .approximately 
two-thirds  rye  and  one- third  whee.t,  was  ahout  nine  "bushels  per  capita,  in  the 
years  1909-1913*         the  past  three  yea.rs  the  average  per  capita  consuirrption 
of  these  cereals  s-s  indicated  "by  official  statistics  has  heen  less  than  six 
hushelSc 

"i^Jheat, 

Vftieat. is  the  preferred  "bread  cereal  in  the  industrial  sections  of 
the  Khine  and  Euhr  Valleys  and  to:Som.e  extent  in  the  cities  of  the  western 
provinces.    Before  the  war  more  than  one- third  of  the  vfhes.t  supply  was  in>- 
ported,  Russia  "being  the  chief  source  of  supply.    Since  the  war  wheat  pro- 
duction has  declined  and  imports  have  also  declined.    It  will  "be  noted  from 
Ta"ble  1  a/bove  and  from  the  tahle.o^in  the  appendix  that,  wheat,  the  more 
expensive  bread  cereal,  shows  a  greater  decline  in  total  supply  than  does 
iye„    As  an  indication  of  what  might  "be  expected  if  prosperity  should  return 
to  industrial  Germany,  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  re- 
ported in  Decem'ber,  1923.  that  upon  the  resumption  of  work  in  the  Ruhr  Valley 
and  the  partial  sta"bili2,ation  of  the  currency  which  came  at  about  the  same 
time,  a  "brisk  trade"  in  imported 'Wheat  flour  sprang  up  almost  immediately. 
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3ar].e.y  and  Qp.ts. 

'These  cereals  in  '3-errn£.ny  are  chiefly  ugsd  for  stock  feeding, 
vjifh  aTsout  50>3'JC90CO  tusl-els  of  "barley  used^for  ore'Ting  in  the  years 
immediately  pieceding  the  v/ar^     Only  atout  2^,000,000  "bushels  of  the 
tv/o  cereals  rere  used  for  h-jman  food^     Since  the  suprilies  of  these

Sugar. 

G-ermany  i.  i  the  years  19^9-1913  produced  an  average  of  2,250,000 
short  tons  of  loeet  sugar,  supplj'ing  its  ovrn  needs  and  e:K:porting  9OO.OOO 
tons  to  other  countrieso     In  the  season  1912-1913         German  sugar  pro- 
duction vras  2,900,000  tons.    Based  on  the  area  and  production  in  1912- 
1913?  G-emany  lost  "by  the  peace  treaty  ahout  20  per  cent  of  its  sugar 
area  and  the  saiae  percentage  of  its  potential  suge.r  production,  xhus 
on  the  "basis  of  the  five  years  just  preceding  the  Tzar  the  normal  sugar 
production  of  the  present  area  of  Germny  would  "be  1,300,000  short  tons. 
The  actual  average  production  in  the  past  five  years  is  reported  as 
1,250,000  short  tons  or  a"bout  JO  per  cent  of  the  assumed  normal  prodr.cti< 
in  the  sane  £.rea.     The  e;:port  trade  in  sugar  has  heen  entirely  lost,  and 
in  1921-1922  net  imports  amounted  to  100^000  tons  and  in  I922-1923, 
200,000  tons. 

Meats  and  Fats« 

Potential  meat  supplies  per  capita  as  represented  biy  the:  nvmber 
of  livestock  on  hand  at  the  end  of  19^3  are  nov  a'bout  77  per  cent  of 
supplies  "before  the  '.7ar,  as  compared  :rith  73  P®^  cent  of  pre~T7ar  sup- 
plies a  year  ago.    H-jim"ber  of  livestock  have  increased  substantially 
during  the  pa.st  year  for  the  fii-st  time  since  the  outbreak:  of  the  war. 
The  increase  in  hogs  has  been  at  least  20  per  cent,    -tmong  other 
animals  it  has  been  less.    This  improvement  in  the  livestock  situation 
during  I923  is  to  be  attributed  to  decreased  slaughter,  to  be  im- 
proved situation  yrlth  respect  to  feeds  and  to  greater  emphasis  of 
livestock  production, 

'The  situation  vras  very  xinfavorable  at  the  beginning  of  1923- 
Herds  rere  depleted,  there  uas  a  shortage  of  feed  and  yet  prices  v/ere 
loT7,    By  summer  a  change  became  apparent.    The  demand  for  meat  became 
more  active,  and  prices  began  to  rise,    A  census  revealed  that  live- 
stock ■'•^ere  being  increased,  v;hile  the  condition  of  stock  com.ing  to 
market  shovred  imiorovem.ent.     It  also  became  apparent  that  crops  vrould 
be  good.    "Under  a  condition  of  depreciating  currency,  hov;ever,  farmers 
in  growing  numbers  refused  to  sell  the  livestock  they  vrould  ordinarily 
have  sent  to  market,    Eome  slaughter  undoubtedly  increased,  but  good 
crops  made  it  possible  for  producers  to  hold  back  considerable  numbers 
of  marketable  stock,  instead  of  sacrificing  for  worthless  currency. 
Comraercial  slaughter  continued  to  decrease  until  early  in  December, 
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T7hen  it  vras  reported  to  have  "bes  ^::!  to  i::c"_£T.30  ui.der  the  ixpeto.s  of  the 
recent  attempt  to  staoilize  the  currency^    At  piesent,  aitho-agh  total 
numbers  of  livestock  are  "belo^T  pre~\.-ar  num"bei-s,  there  is  undoubtedly 
"being  held  on  G-ernian  faiins  some  surplus  stock  suitable  only  for  slaugh- 
ter, miich  must  eventurlly  corae  to  me-rket. 

Before  the  war  G-errrany  v/as  nearly  seif-sixf f icient  VTith  re- 
spect to  her  reouirements  for  meat.     Slie  produced  in  1912,  3,030,000,000 
pounds  of  all  classes  of  neat,  or  1^0  pouiids  per  capita.    Siis  production 
represented  practically  ninety  per  cent  of  the  total  req_uirements  of  the 
Empire.     Supplies  of  meat  imported  T7ere  almost  entirely  made  up  of  fish. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  reduction  in  potential  supplies 
of  meats  in  Germany  ever  since  the  beginning  of  the  rrar.    ITo  infoi-mation 
is  available  to  shc.7  ho\7  lo'j  &u.px-lies  fell  during  and  imuiediately  after 
the  rar,  but  there  have  been  some  improvements  since  IJIS,     The  "best 
available  data,  indicate  that  for  the  year  1321.  the  per  capita  supply 
of  meats  ^7as  only  o7  per  cent  of  the  supply  in  1912,  and  for  1922  "but 

per  cent  of  the  pre---^7ar  fig^ure.    During  1923  supplies  appear  to  have 
fallen  still  further  to  only       per  cent  of  those  available  in  1912, 
[There  has  undoubtedly  been  some  decline  in  supplies  during  the  past  year, 
"but  farm,  slaughter  is  also  kr.OTTn  to  hp-ve  increased.    It  has  not  been 
possible  to  determine  the  extent  of  this  increase  in  farm  slaughter  but 
it  seems  probable  that  it  is  sufficieut  to  offset  a  large  part  of  the 
decline  in  inspected  slaughter. 

Germany^  s  failure  to  regain  more  rapidly  her  pre-V7ar  status  of 
meat  production,  has  "been  due  to  the  problemi  of  feed,    i-uthorities  es- 
timate tiiat  before  the  v&r  ^0  percent  of  Germany's  milk  and  butter  pro- 
duction -.Tas  based  upon  the  use  of  foreign  concentrates  and  oil  cake,  im- 
ports of  V7hich  averaged  about  3,000,000  tons  in  1912  and  1913*  Probably 
not  so  much  dependance  enisted  in  the  raising  of  meat  animals,  although 
"both  types  of  production  are  closely  related.     Since  the  "jsir,  domestic 
feed  supplies  have  been  greatly  reduced,    Germany  has  been  unable  to 
im^rz  more  than  a'bout  25  or  ^0  per  cent  of  the  concentrates  and  oil 
cake  im-ported  before  the  v7ar» 

Home  produced  fats  are  chiefly  of  animal  origin  although  a 
relatively  small  quantity  of  vegetable  oil  is  produced  from  domestic 
seed.    Potential  supplies  per  capita  of  animal  fats  at  the  end  of  1923 
on  the  basis  of  the  n"um"ber  of  livestock,  rrere  ahout  7^  pe-  cent  of  pre-war 
requirements  as  com.pared  rrith  69  per  cent  a  year  ago.     This  estimate 
assumes  a  fat  yield  equal  to  that  in  1923«    A  very  large  quantity  of 
veget8-ble  fats  and  oils  is  imported  or  produced  from  imported  oil- 
bearing  materials.     It  seems  reasonsble  to  assume  that  the  oil-crush- 
ing and  margarine  manufacrueing  industries  in  I92U  trill  produce  as 
large  quantities  of  fats  and  oils  as  they  did  in  1922.    Both  Trere 
seriously  disorganized  during  a  pa.rt  of  last  year,  "but  are  nov;  reported 
to  be  fully  recovered.     In  I923,  per  capita  supplies  of  vegetable  fats 
and  oils  imported  or  obtained  fromi  materials  imported  x:ere  about  89 
per  cent  of  similar  supplies  in  1912,  v/hereas  supplies  in  1922  were  21 
per  cent  above  those  of  1912,    Genmn  production  of  strictly  domestic 
vegetable  fats  and  oils  is  small,  but  "xias  grovTn  somewhat  in  comparison 
with  pre-war  years. 
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GEHvIAN  FOOL  SITUilTION.-COUT'D. 

Before  the  war,  Geimany  produced  nearly  tv/o-thii-ds  of  her 
total  requirements  in  fats  and  oils.    Domestic  supplies  in  1912  were 
a"bout  2,500,000,000  pounds  or  3S.6  pounds  per  capita,  of  -h.ich  97.5 
per  cent  were  animal  fats.    Probably . not  more  than  25  per  cent  of  the 
animal  fats  v/ere  actually  rendered,  the  balance  being  sold  with  the 
meat.     Of  the  supplies  imported,  pra.ctically  6G  per  cent  v;ere  in  the 
fora  of  \'egetable  oil  materials.     Tl'ie  balance  consisted  of  animal 
and  fish  fats,  of  which  lard  imported  from  the  United  States  was  an 
important  item,  "  -  ■  ■ 

'..'ith  the  outbreak  of  the  war  there  was  a  substantial  re- 
duction in  available  suriplies  of  fats,  and  a,  shortage  has  prevailed 
ever  since,    So  data  are  available  to  show  how  low  supplies  fell  dur- 
ing and  immediately  after  the  war  but  there  has  been  'considerable 
improvement  since  I9IS,  although"  consumption  has  not  increased  during 
the  past  three  years.     The  best  available  data  indicate  that  for  the 
year  I92I,  the  total  per  capita  T,ugr)lj  of  fats  was  75  pQ^  cent  of  the 
supply  in  1912.  -  During  1922,  supplies,  including  domestic  production 
and  net  imports,  remained  practical].y  the  same  as  in  1921*  but  in  the 
past  year  declined  to  about  71  per  cent  of  those  available  in  1912, 
The' decrease  in  1923  is  almost  entirely  due  to  sm.ailer' importations 
of  vegetable  oils  and  oil  materials  which  resulted  from,  disorganiza- 
tion of  the  oil  industries.     The -fat  yield  per  hog  is  now  equal  to 
pre-war  yield,  and  the  fat  content  of  beef  carcasses  is  nearly  back 
to  normal,    German,  production  of  hog  fat  was  actually  greater  in  1923 
than  in  1922  and  it  seems  probable  that  production  of  beef  fat,  includ- 
ing home  slaugiiter,  has  fallen  only  very  slightly,  if  at  all; 

Prospects  for  192^. 

The  outlook  is  favorable  for  increased  production  of  meats 
and  fats  in  Germany  during  192^,    The  total  supply  available  for 
consumption,  however,  will  still  be  considerably  below  that  of  pre- 
war years.     The  per  capita  supply  of  edible  fats  potentially  available 
for  German  consuinption  in  192U  appears  to  be  about  S3  P®^  cent  of  the 
average  pre-war  requirem.ent  as  compared  with  79  per  cent  in  sight  a 
year  ago, 

Vfhile  the  situation  shov;s  signs  of  improvement  as  far  as 
meats  and  fats  are  concerned  there  is  little  indication  that  th^. 
grain  crops  of  I92U  will  be  greater  than  those  of  1923«  Serai-official 
reports  show  the  seedings  of  fall  cereals  to  be  about  the  same  as 
last  year,  and  recent  reports  give  the  condition  of  the  crops  as 
average.     It  is  evident  that  the  peasants  will  not  produce  more  food 
than  they  can  sell,  and  that  there  is  not  likely  to  be  any  great  in- 
crease in  production  until  conditions  of  distribution  liavo  improved. 
Even  the  increase  in  potential  supplies  of  meats  does  not  necessarily 
mean  that  more  meat  will  reach  the  industrial  districts.
